The 
Japanese artillery praitir«, however, 
was inaccurate and, as is usual, they . 
several times shelled empty positions 
or shot over the Russian columns 
The fight started at dRwn, ten miles 
southwest of Dalin Hill. 
A Russinn 
rifle brigade held the position until 
noon In the face of a heavy artillery 
fire, but the Russians were generally 
outflanked by infantry and cavalry, 
the Japanese actually getting a field 
battery in the rear of th* Russian po­ 
sition. 
Then the brigade fell back. 
The Dalln HU1 fight continued from 4 
o'clock until dark. 
The Japan* 
worked furiously all 
night long and * mplaced two batteries 
on the vacated Russian position. The 
fighting was resumed at 3 a m , on 
June 27. 
The Russians silenced the 
two Japanese batteries, but the Jap­ 
anese brought up a train of big guna 
and silenced the lighter Russian ar­ 
tillery, which wa« ; -i.un running out 
of ammunition, and th«- Rus-ians were 
once more forced to retire. 
The Jap­ 
anese cavalry and infantry, threaten­ 
ing to surround the Russian position, 
forced a general retreat. 
The Russians carried off all their

NEW TRIAL REFUSED 


Wife Murderer Knapp to Be Electro­ 
cuted in Ohio. 
Hamilton. Ohio, June 29.—The Ohio 
8uprem«? court has set aside the deci­ 
sion of the ciivuit court, granting Al­ 
fred A. Knapp, the Indianapolis stran­ 
gler, a n«*w trial. 
The court restored 
the verdict of the common pleas court, 
holding Knapp guilty of murder in the 
first degree for Killing his wife, Han­ 
nah Godda»d Knapp. This means that 
Knapp will ^t*t no new trial, but will 
be rea«*uteuc** I to death at once. 
The supreme court fixed Aug. 19 as 
the day on which Knapp shall be elec­ 
trocuted.

DETAILS OF BATTLE 


Japs Score Marked Success In the 
Dalin Hill Ftght. 


Hai 
Fheng. 
June 
29.—The 
total 
loss*»3 In the Dalin Hill fight are not 
yet known. 
Eighty wounded have ar­ 
rived here and a hospital train with 
200 passed going to Liao Yang 
The 
fighting lasted the whole of June 26 
and June 27 and the Japanese succes 
lively pushed the Russians from three 
positions, occupying them with artil­ 
lery as the defenders retlr^-ii. 
Wounded Russians recounting the 
two days’ fight say that the Japanese 
again demonstrated their reliance on 
their artillery and that they were 
greatly superior, both in number oi
